Police today established a “rea­ 
sonably certain" link between five 
persons who stayed at a tourist 
camp near Philadelphia and the 
three bodies found in the moun­ 
tains, Saturday, near Pine Grove 
Furnace. 
Mrs. Anna Dill, the camp pro­ 
prietress of South Langhom. saw a 
picture of a woman found slain 
along with a man at Duncansville 
and said “that’s the woman” who 
stayed at her place a week ago with 
a man and three children. 
She 
said they traveled in a blue car with 
California license plates. Three lit­ 
tle girls were found dead near Pine 
(Trove Furnace the same day the 
couple was found. 
Coupled with this was the dis­ 
covery today of an abandoned blue 
automobile at 
McVeytown, 
about 
60 miles east of Duncansville.

license plates were on the car and 
the engine number had been de­ 
faced.

spent less than $50, according to his 
statem ent. 


Two unmasked men, both heavily armed, robbed the 
First National bank, of ^Fairfield, of $3,700 at IO o’clock this 
morning, and escaped in a dark-colored coach-type car, driven 
by a third confederate, after trussing up Robert B. Martin, 
32, the cashier, and Arthur M. Moore, 46, the assistant 
cashier, in the vault. 
Quickly executed, apparently by experts, the robbery 
consumed less than 15 minutes from the time the trio ar­ 
rived in Fairfield until they left at high speed in the direc­ 
tion of Waynesboro. 
A t IO o’clock, two men, one tall and slender and the 
other short and dark complexioned, entered the bank. 
Mar­ 
tin, who was at work at his desk, arose to wait on the men. 
Held Up With Revolvers 
As he stood up the tall man stuck two revolvers through 
the iron grill above the counter and ordered both Martin and 
Moore to throw up their hands. 
Both men obeyed the command promptly, while the 
shorter man, also armed with a revolver, walked around be­ 
hind the counter. 
This bandit ordered Martin and Moore to lay on the 
floor. 
This order the two bankers obeyed immediately, and 
the robber started opening money drawers, scooping up the 
contents. 
The man then asked Martin where the rest of the money 
was kept, and Martin told him in a cash safe in the vault. 
The robber ordered Martin to accompany him into the vault. 
The cash safe was unlocked and Martin opened it while 
the bandit kept him closely covered with his revolver. 
Gets $2,000 in Cash Safe 
The bandit, however, took the money out of the cash 
safe, removing approximately $2,000. 
The active one of the pair then ordered Martin and 
Moore into a small rest room beside the vault, apparently in­ 
tending to lock them up there, but changed his mind when 
he noticed there were two entrances to the room. 
He then ordered the two bankers into the vault, direct­ 
ing them to lay down on their stomachs and place their hands 
behind their backs. 
Two Employes Are Bound 
Then taking two neckties from a pocket the bandit 
trussed up Martin and Moore. 
As he was leaving the vault the bandit shut a steel- 
grilled inner door, but did not close the large vault door. 
Before leaving the bank, Martin said he heard the rob­ 
ber, who tied him up, operating a change machine on the 
counter. 
Some of the contents of the change machine was 
later found missing. 
The pair then left the bank, walking out very calmly so 
as not to attract attention outside, entered their automobile 
and sped away at high speed in the direction of Waynesboro. 
Martin and Moore succeeded in freeing themselves from 
the simple knots in which the neckties were tied almost as 
soon as the men left the bank. 
Bank Alarm Is Sounded 
The cashier immediately sounded the burglar alarm on 
the front of the one-story brick bank building and notified 
state police here. 
All of the money, with the exception of the silver, was in 
bills of denominations ranging from $1 to $20, although one 
$100 bill was in the loot. 
The loss is covered by insurance, Martin said. 
Martin said neither of the men who entered the bank 
appeared to be foreigners. 
Both were smooth-shaven and 
appeared between 30 and 40 years of age. 
He described the one man who held the two pistols as 
about six feet tall, slender, and wore a light overcoat with a 
gray hat. 
The robber who actually took the money was described 
as about five feet, six or eight inches tall, and dark com­ 
plexioned. 
He wore a brown overcoat and a brown hat. 
The only clues left by the robbers were the license num­ 
ber of their automobile, a Ford Yr-8 coach, and the two neck­ 
ties with which Martin and Moore were tied. 
Have License Number of Car 
The license number of the machine was Pennsylvania 
66J95, which is registered in the name of Stanley E. Wagner, 
of 12 South 22nd street, Pottsville. 
No marks of identification were left on the neckties, one 
of which was black. 
The other was dark blue with lighter 
blue and white spots, 
Rain was falling at the time of the robbery and only one 
person, Miss Sherry Scott, of Fairfield, was near the bank 
when the robbery was executed, 
Just as the two bandits were leaving the bank, Miss 
Scott was within a few feet of them, walking toward her h o m e 
from the postoffice. She said the two men walked very slow­ 
ly from the bank, stepped into the machine which had been 
driven up to the bank by a third man, and drove away in the 
direction of Waynesboro. 
( ar Maneuvering Arouses Woman 
Two residents of Fairfield got the license number of the 
machine, Mrs. Joseph Harbaugh, 25, and Willis Bierley, 19. 
Mrs. Harbaugh said the machine had stopped almost in 
front of her home on the north side of Main street, about 300 
feet east of the bank, which is located on the south side of 
the street. 
That was a few minutes before IO o’clock, she 
said. 
Two men, both well-dressed, alighted from the coach- 
type machine, Mrs. Harbaugh said, and walked across the 
street and entered the bank. The engine of the machine was 
left running by the man at the wheel. 
I he trio came irom 
the direction of Gettysburg, she said. 
A few minutes later, Mrs. Harbaugh said the machine 
pulled away from in front of her home and crossed the street 
to the front of the bank.

The jury 
reached its decision without leav­ 
ing the box

Hodge, 
who 
was 
barred 
from the United States in 1926 for 
‘moral 
turpitude," 
testified 
that 
her wedded life with Sir Rowland 
was damaged by her husband in ­ 
sisting on continuing to see Miss 
O'Dare. 
It was testified she had 
passed as Mrs. Hodge 
for some 
years prior to Sir Rowland’s mar­ 
riage to the present Lady Hodge. 
Lady Hodge left him in November, 
1930, and they entered into a deed 
of separation January 28, 1931, 
Lady Hodge said that in the lat­ 
ter part of 1933 she saw her hus­ 
band walking arm-in-arm with Miss 
O’Dare and then employed detec­ 


tives to have him watched. 
Following the detectives’ denials 
of misconduct, the court president 
summed up the case, calling Miss 
O’Dare, who is 28 years old, "the 
young woman who at one time was 
the husband’s mistress.” 
Sir Boyd 
reviewed the claim that Sir Row­ 
land and Miss O'Dare broke off 
their relations in 1929 when a boy 
born to them was reaching an age 
“when he would notice things and 
it was desired to bring him up in 
ignorance of his parentage.’* 
Lady Hodge was ordered to pay 
the costs for Miss O’Dare after Sir 
Patrick Hastings, one of Sir Row­ 
land’s attorneys, stated that in the 
three weeks in which the husband 
and wife had been together, Lady 
Hodge had received £5,500 above 
her allowance and that Sir Row­ 
land' now was paying her £1,200 an­ 
nually for life.

While the United States Lawn 
Tennis association holds no bitter­ 
ness towards George M. Lott, Jr., 
and Lester R. Stoefen for turning 
professional, it is a whispered fact 
that the American tennis solons 
breathed a sigh of relief, for the 
professional ventures of the Davis 
cup doubles players relieves the as­ 
sociation of its “problem children.” 
The U. S. L. T. A., represented by 
President Walter Merrill Hall, was a 
party to the rule adopted last sum­ 
mer by the International Tennis 
federation, limiting players to re­ 
ceiving eight weeks of traveling and 
living expenses a year. 
Hall took the federation and its 
new rule at its word and returned 
to the United States with the defi­ 
nite intention of enforcing it to the 
letter.

to grips with Lott and Stoefen, who 
were in great demand by promoters 
of invitation tournaments.

presence turned the turnstiles faster 
and th at meant more money for the 
tournament sponsors. 
So, by turning professional, th at 
anticipated clash with the veteran 
Lott and the youthful Stoefen has 
been averted, leaving the associa­ 
tion in somewhat of a hole as re­ 
gards to building a new team for 
the 1935 Davis cup warfare.
